PARIS, July 22, 1859. 


You roust have heard so much about the 
issatisfaction caused by the sudden termin- 
tion of the war that my first duty is to 
nform you of the state of the minds in this 
apital. 
I have had opportunity to mingle 


vilh nearly all classes of the Parisian pop- 
dation, and whatever the English news- 
mpers may say, I must confess, that I 
lave met with anything but discontent. 
Great surprise has been felt it is true at the 
cessation of hostilites when everything seem- 
ed to promise a brilliant result to tho 
French arms, and 
this 
surprise 


mingled somewhat with, the regret that 
Venice has notlallea into the hanoVof Na- 
poleon IU, rendering .thus his ...triumph 


every one is glad that the. vrarTis "over" 
and that so many lives have been 
spared 


The French army has covered itself vritl 


g!ory and would undoubtedly 
have con 


tinned to do as well, but not a single ad 
vantage has been attained without having 
been dearly bought. How many familiei 
flushing with exultation at the begining o 
the campaign are now plunged in grief anc 
mourning! The statistics would present 
list by far larger than is to be expectec 
from so short a war.. 


Our newspapers generally agree in re 


presenting the peace as glorious and a 
answering fully the 
expectation of thi 


friends of Italy and of progress; the Sledt 
however, feels less satisfied, and thinks tha 
ce sera a recommence)' in short time. The 
Universe, the organ of Rome nnd of the 
legitimists,rejoices at the narrow escape 01 
the Pope, whom every one expected to see 
swept from the card of Italy, and exclaims 
in all tunes : Glory to the two Catholic 
Emperors!
